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AUDITOR'S REPORT 


We have audited the financial statements of the Town of New 
Ipswich for the year ended December 31 1989 and have issued 
our report thereon dated May 22, 1990. In connection with 
our audit, we reviewed and tested the Town's’ systems of 
internal accounting control and operating procedures to the 
extent we considered necessary to evaluate the systems as 
required by generally accepted auditing standards. The 
purpose of our review of these systems was not to express 
an opinion of internal accounting control, and it would not 
necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system. 


Typically, a report of this type places a greater emphasis 
on findings of a critical nature and therefore often fails 
to recognize the positive aspects of the Town's accounting 
systems) and procedures. Ton eput our comments’) and 
recommendations in proper perspective, it should be noted 
that the weaknesses observed are not necessarily the result 
of poor management or reflective of any individual's 
abilities or integrity. Oftentimes, they are due to 
factors outside the control of the Town's personnel, such 
aS Organizational restrictions, budgetary limitations, or 
inadequate financial management systems. Our comments are 
intended to be constructive in highlighting those areas 
where we feel that opportunities for improvements exist. 


The following paragraphs present our comments and 
recommendation for improving those aspects of the Town's 
systems and procedures that were identified by our audit. 
We also refer you to the Appendix to this letter which 
explains the purpose of our review, its limitations, and 
the professional standards involved. 


TRUST FUNDS 
Investments 


As noted in previous management letters, we recommend that 
the Trustees of Trust Funds consider consolidating the many 
individual passbooks that make up the majority of the 
cemetery funds. Currently the yield is approximately five 
and one-half percent, as compared to eight to nine percent 
on a certificate of deposit. 


Year-end "Cut-off" for Reporting Purposes 


As yin? yprior” "years, the trustees have continued to 
recognize, for financial reporting purposes, a year-end 
cut-off date of around August. While still reporting a 


full twelve months of interest, we request that the 
Trustees be more observant in future accounting periods of 
a December 31 cut-off date, which is consistent with the 
closing of other Town records.

REASURER'S ACCOUNTS AND CASH MANAGEMENT SYSTEMS 


Consolidation of Cash Assets to Simplify Managerial 


The town currently maintains several checking and passbook 
Savings accounts to segregate assets among funds or special 
appropriations. This practice requires that a separate 
record be maintained for each account, as well as the 
performance of necessary control procedures to monitor the 
accuracy thereof. 


As stated in the past, we recommend that the Town Treasurer 
consolidate all cash assets for managerial efficiency and 
possibly more lucrative investment opportunities for the 
Town. A proper separation of funds can be easily 
maintained utilizing accounting methods instead of the 
physical separation of these assets. 


DEVELOPMENT OF ACCOUNTING SYSTEMS AND PROCEDURES 





We continue to recommend the modernization of the 
accounting system through the use of computer resources. 
We also want to reiterate that, besides the further 
development of the accounting system, we also recommend 
that accounting policies and procedures be documented and 
applied consistently to all records. We would refer you to 
our letter dated May 15, 1989 for further and more detailed 
explanations of the above. 


GENERAL FIXED ASSETS 


Like most communities in New Hampshire, the Town of New 
Ipswich does not maintain formal accounting records for its 
fixed assets, as required by generally accepted government 
accounting principles. While the maintenance of these 
records is not a critical issue, except for compliance 
purposes, when assets are purchased with Federal funds, 
maintaining an inventory of fixed assets for insurance and 
internal control purposes is important. Based on your 
testing, it didnot appear that the Town had an adequate 
record of its fixed assets or that inventories were 
periodically taken or verified for accuracy as to the 
existence, age, condition, and location of the Town's fixed 
assets. Without some routine and internal control 
procedure, it would be possible in such a system for errors 
and irregularities to go undetected in the normal course of 
operations. 
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In closing, we would like to express our appreciation to 
those persons whose cooperation and assistance during the 
course of our audit has helped us to achieve efficiencies 
in completing our audit.

The Selectmen have discussed a process to be used to 
maintain a formal accounting record of fixed assets’ and I 
am sure that the wheels are in motion relative to this. 


As your Town Auditor, I conduct a test on the accuracy of 
income and disbursements on a periodic basic, usually 
quarterly at least, and have never detected anything that 
would allow me to feel that the ones elected and appointed 
tO shandie your *iainds are not idoing, at )in vvounsbest 
interest. 


I have recommended for the past few years that the Town 
employ the services of a professional accounting concern to 
conduct the year end audit which I feel is definitely in 
the best interest of the town and to assist in completing 
the Financial Report (Form MS-5). This is one of the most 
important forms the town is required to submit to the 
state, as it reflects the amount of surplus'7 or deficiency 
at the end of the year which of course reflects on your tax 
rate and for this reason most all towns in the state use 
professional audit concerns, as well as electing their own 
local auditor.

1990 was a year of rumors and realities from advancement to 
regression. 


Prior to town meeting, the Police Department submitted a 


budget of approximately $177,000.00. After town meeting, 
our budget was decreased to $135,000.00. The rumor of the 
budget cut became a reality. The rumor prior to town 
meeting was that a group wanted the Police Department cut 
back to two men. In March of 1990, Sgt. John Wagner 
resigned. In January of 1991, Officer Charles Boutot 


resigned. The rumor once again became a reality. 


After the budget cut, at numerous Selectmen's meetings, the 


Police Department was discussed. At those meetings, 
emphasis was put on the fact that with this cut services 
would be drastically effected. And that there would be 


times that the state police would have to be utilized in 
the answering of calls when no New Ipswich police officer 
Was available. In some situations, calls would not be 
answered. The same persons that spearheaded the budget 
cuts are the same persons coming before the present Board 
of Selectmen complaining that the police fail to respond to 
calls. They also feel that the utilization of part time 
officers is the same as using part time firemen. It is my 
opinion that this is a fallacy. 


The budget cuts and the cut in manpower were done under the 
image that these cuts would decrease our taxes. The only 
Gecrease I have seen is in manpower and effectiveness of 
the Police Department. We were forced to cut out the 
crossing guard at the Central School. We virtually cut out 
the complete part time officer's budget. Sgt. Wagner's 
position was not filled. The 24 hour coverage that once 
gave you a sense of security no longer exists. 


This year, 1991, department heads received correspondence 
from the Board of Selectmen that we were to prepare our 
1991 budgets with a 3% decrease based on the 1990 finalized 


budget figure. To this date, it is to the best of my 
knowledge that this department is the only department that 
has held to this 3% requested cut. I ask WHY???7? I am 


ashamed and disappointed that personalities and politics 
can become so involved in public safety. 


The only persons that can make a change are you, the 
voters, and this has to be done at town meeting. I 
apologize if this report has offended anyone, but I must 
take a firm stand before this department deteriorates any 
further.

The Fire Department recommends that every home have 
smoke detectors installed. It is a state law that all new 
construction and any existing home that has major 


remodeling be equipped with wired in smoke detectors. 


In 1990 there was a great deal of time and effort put into 
training within our department and at fire schools. We 
also had Oni lis aw) cn surrounding towns. The Fire 
Department members put in 2,800 man hours of training. We 
are pleased that eight more members completed and passed 
their state firefighter courses. This training consisted 
of 120 hours of all types of training. 


Also this past. year members’ spent a great deal of time 
repairing equipment with no cost to the town. Work was 
done to the fire station as well. A great deal of money 
was saved to the taxpayers. We also found some good used 
tires for the international fire truck for a savings of 
$2,500 for the town. 


We would like to thank everyone for their continued 
support.

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 
1990 REPORT 


During calendar year 1990, the State of New Hampshire 
experienced an average number of wildfires. The three 
leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled 
without a fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, permit 
fires that escaped control and rekindled fires. All of 
these fires are preventable, but ONLY with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with 
forest fire prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 
224:27 II) requires that, "No person, firm or corporation 
shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or 
cause to be burned any material in the open, except when 
the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a 


where the burning is to be done." 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II and the other burning laws of 
the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by 
fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are 
also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands 
assisted many towns in wildland fire suppression during 
1990, including a 262 acre fire in Moultonboro and several 
fires in Hooksett. 


In 1990, the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands 
trained 844 local Wardens and Deputy Wardens in the 
Incident Command System (ICS), an incident management 
system for all types of emergencies. In 1991, Wardens will 
be trained in the use of Class A foam in wildfire 
suppression.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
1990 


The Highway Department had some turmoil and uncertainty in 
1990 and resulted in the resignation of David Leel as Road 
Agent. I was asked to temporarily fill the position and 
ended up being selected as a permanent road agent. The 
Department lost another employee and it was decided not to 
replace him. 


The first six weeks of my new job we mainly patched roads, 
graded dirt roads and tried to figure out how to keep our 
road system in one piece. 


Sealing roads was done to Lower Ashby, Mason, Perry, part 
of Temple, Tenney, Davis Village and Wheeler. Thanks to 
the crews from Greenville and Mason Highway Departments for 
their expert help. 


600 yards of pugmill mix was made and used for patching and 
shimming. 2,000 yards of gravel was crushed and we 
improved the dirt roads a little with it but hope to be 
able to do a lot more in the future. 


The landfill was cleaned up and reorganized and it is being 


operated well right now. Thanks to "Bud" Barry and Fred 
Meshna for the good work. I would like to thank our 
current employees of the Highway Department, Sulo 
Kolapakka, Dana Lawrence and Paul Tibbetts for being 
cooperative, hardworking, diligent employees.

The furore following revaluation has substantially abated. 
Last year, the Board considered approximately 315 abatement 
requests; this year the corresponding number was 
approximately 71. 


A major concern of most abatement requests has been the 
drastic reduction in residential sales prices. Typically, 
the sale price (or realistic asking price) is 20% to 25% 
below the assessed value. The assessments are based on a 
market analysis of sales Lt. Looe and. 1988, which, 
unfortunately happened to be at the price peak. It is, of 
course, impossible for assessments to follow market through 
every dip and peak. To adjust for the current decline 
would require another revaluation to maintain equity, or, 
alternatively, to lower all assessments uniformly by, say 
20%. The latter strategy obviously makes no sense since it 
would merely increase the tax rate a corresponding amount 
with no change in the tax dollar amount. It should be 
recalled that assessmentS were, on average, at 23% of 
market value before the revaluation. 


Particularly over the last year or so, there have been 
numerous allegations that some taxpayers were receiving 
elderly exemption to which they were not entitled. The 
Board is, therefore, reviewing all elderly exemptions in 
accordance with the applicable state regulations. Those 
that are unwilling to submit supporting documentation will 
be assumed to not qualify. Any information provided to the 
Board will be treated in strict confidence and no copies 
will be retained. 


The Board hereby expresses its continued gratitude to the 
citizens of New Ipswich for their generally cooperative 
attitude in arriving at equitable assessments during these 
difLricultcesrtnancial times; it will continue to give 
everyone a respectful hearing.

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PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 
1990 


This year has been much less busy than last year, no doubt 
because of the unfortunate general economic downturn. Most 
of the larger projects remain on hold. In 1990 the Board 
accepted nine new subdivision applications. All eight were 
approved and one is still in progress. We also approved 
three subdivision applications which were accepted in 1989. 
We had conceptual discussions with four other applicants 
who have not yet chosen to submit applications. The 
Planning Board held a total of 42 subdivision hearings in 
1990, compared with 71 in 1989. 


The Applicant Assistance Program, which provides a limited 
amount of free consultation with a professional planner, 
again proved effective in reducing the time and expense 
needed for an applicant to come before the Board. 


Despite reduced subdivision activity, the Board continued 
to meet three times per month, using the time that was made 
available by the slowdown to undertake planning activities 


which had been postponed during busier times. The Board 
met 17 times for planning sessions in 1990. Specifically: 

ib The Board worked with the Economic Development 

Committee - a group of citizens (Steve Krook, Ray 


Aho, Ted Nussdorfer, Mary Hall, Dave Cotzin, Al 
Traffie and Bruce Hamilton) who volunteered to 
analyze and make recommendations for attracting 
business to New Ipswich - to propose zoning changes 
that create a Light Industrial District. 


2 Board worked with a joint subcommittee of the 
Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
(Doug Waitt, Ed Morrill, Nat Ober, Oliver Niemi and 
Jim Shildneck) proposed revisions to the Residential 
Cluster section of the Zoning Ordinance. The 
revisions clarify the current regulations and 
incorporate incentives to encourage greater use of 
the cluster concept. 


oF The Board worked with the New Hampshire Office of 
Emergency Management to draft a Floodplain 
Development Ordinance. This ordinance is required 


by federal law in order for the town and those who 
own property within the 100-year floodplain to 
qualify for flood insurance under the National Flood 
Insurance Program. 


As of this writing, a public hearing on the zoning 
changes outlined in items 1-3 above is scheduled and 
we expect that articles will appear on this year's 
warrant recommending that the town approve them, as

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revised based on public input. 


4. The Board has drafted and held one public hearing on 
revisions to the town's existing regulations 
governing earth excavation. These revisions are 


made necessary by the state's adoption in 1989 of a 
new RSA 155-E with which all towns’ regulations must 
comply. We will complete this work in 1991, 
including holding additional public hearings. 


ee The Board updated the Capital Improvement Plan with 
the help of the department heads and Ed Somero, 
who, once again, volunteered to help collect the 


data. 


In addition, the Master Plan update is proceeding well 
under the direction of Nat Ober. Nat has formed a Master 
Plan Update committee (Nat Ober, Mary Hall, Ted Nussdorfer, 
Bruce Hamilton -and Oiva Anderson) and gotten many people 
involved from all over town. This year's major 
accomplishments include: 


1%: Established nine regional subcommittees of 8-9 
citizens each. These subcommittees have identified 
the existing land uses within their respective 
sections of the town. 


2n Based on the work of the regional subcommittees, 
consistent property base line maps, tax maps and 
land use maps - all of which can be easily and 
accurately updated - are being created by the 


Southwest Regional Planning Commission. 


Phase one - documenting the town as it is today - was 
virtually completed in 1990. Phase two - planning how the 
town wants to develop - will be undertaken in 1991 by the 
regional subcommittees under the guidance of the Master 
Plan Update committee. 


The budget submitted for 1991 is smaller than the 1990 
budget. Our reimbursable expenses, which are made by the 
Board in direct connection with subdivision applications 
and paid back by the applicants, are reduced since we 
expect subdivision activity to remain sluggish. Non- 
reimbursable expenses, which are primarily operating 
expenses, are basically flat with 1990 because, while there 
is a small decline in some operating expenses due to slower 
subdivision activity, the Master Plan Update will require a 
one-time expenditure for mapping (see item 2. above). 


The membership of the Board was quite stable this year. 
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PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 
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Nat Ober and Warren Johnson were re-elected to three year 
terms. Oiva Anderson, Don Carlson, Ed Morrill and Carol 
Tegnell remained on the Board from last year as did 
alternate George Molignano, Selectmen's representative Jim 
Coffey and secretary and alternate Joanne Meshna. 
Alternate Neal Marshall resigned during 1990 after several 


years of valuable service on the Board for which we remain 
grateful. 


Once again, the Planning Board thanks the town for its vote 
of confidence in 1990. We hope that our efforts to do what 
seems best for the town as a whole continues to meet with 
your approval. As always, we welcome your participation 


a eee during any of our three public meetings each 
month.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT 
1990 


Monthly meetings of the Conservation Commission are only 
the "tip of the iceberg" considering the work that the 
Commission does in the course of a year. Members, Ted 
Nussdorfer, Chairman, Mary Jane Grasty, Bob Boynton, Nick 
Kenney, Nat Ober, John Poltrack, and Georgia Westervelt, 
Alternates, Joanne Meshna, Stanley Kellogg, Steve Riggs, 
Caleb Shaw, Alice Tripp and Dick Hall, and Associates, 


Valera Nichols and Dan Halsall, 15 persons in all, 
participated in promoting our stated mission to protect 
and conserve our water, wetlands, and woodlands and to 
acquire and manage land for conservation and 


recreational/educational purposes for town citizens present 
and future. 


As always we worked in harmony with the Board of Selectmen, 
the Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Adjustment. 


New Ipswich now has 6 conservation areas. They are as 
follows, the Johnson Reservation (80+ acres) off Whittemore 
Hill Road; three dam sites leased from the State, #13 off 
Temple Road, #14 off Thayer Road and #35 off Binney Hill 
Road. Our newest gifts are Turkey Hills Reservation (55 
acres), gift of Bronson Potter, located off Route 124 and 
which includes unspoiled Hoar Pond and a gift of Stone's 
Landing off River Road, by Maurice Stone. These sites all 
require regular monitoring and maintenance for recreational 
purposes and are to be treasured and enjoyed by all 
residents. 


In connection with Turkey Hill, we applied for and won a 
Federal Grant (Department of Interior) which was used to 
purchase easement agreements which preclude commercial 
development on Turkey Hills and around Hoar Pond. The 
grant process is competitive, time consuming and has many 
complex State and Federal requirements. 


A grant application for competitive State funds through the 
Land Conservation Investment Program (LCIP) is in process 
of evaluation. If won this program will add more than 300 
acres of conservation/protected land. This number includes 
generous easement donations by several citizens without 
which the application would have been impossible. 


Two noteworthy events brought attention to conservation 


land this year. One was’ the Earth Day Celebration in 
April 1990 planned by Valera Nichols and her committee.

Tours of the conservation land were part of the many 
activities offered. The second event was the Fall Foliage 
hike on conservation land led by Bob Boynton. Both were 
successful events which we hope will be annual. Special 
thanks to both Valera and Bob. 


In addition to the described projects the Commission 
members reviewed many dredge and fill requests, made site 
visits, attended workshops, seminars and meetings all 
focused on conservation issues. 


Meetings are held on the third Monday of each month and 
ideas, comments, questions and attendance are all welcomed.

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RECYCLING CENTER 
1990 


The New Ipswich Recycling Center has made some important 
capital improvements this year. A baler capable of making 
500 pound bales was purchased in April for $7,100. The 
small size was chosen because larger bales could not be 
handled without a forklift which was unaffordable at the 
time. The main function of this piece of equipment was to 
bale plastic bottles and corrugated cardboard. 


Since May 1990, 3,800' pounds of plastic and 12 tons of 
cardboard have been processed and sold. Besides these 
items, the center has also recycled 3,550 pounds of 
aluminum cans, 20 tons of newspaper, 8,000 pounds of used 
clothes, +25» tons of glass *“bottlescandy2; 800" gallonsuos 
used motor oil. This *is call Tn *addtion. toe cues 
batteries and metals that the landfill had been recycling 
in the past. 


In December of 1990 two additional pieces of equipment were 
purchased. A larger baler capable of producing 1,000 pound 
bales replaced the small baler and a waste oil furnace was 
installed to heat the recycling building. Also, plastic 
strips were installed on the windows to prevent heat loss. 


The total cost for these capital improvements amounted to 
$13,000. This cost was offset by the sale of our used 
baler to Deerfield, NH for $5,000 and by grants of $5,000 
from the state of New Hampshire and $1,000 from New 
Hampshire the Beautiful, making the net cost to New Ipswich 
$27,000. 


Anticipated improvements for 1991 include the purchase of a 
forklift, the construction of a shed for discarded items 
that still have value, and the installation of a 1,000 
gallon tank near the recycling building to hold waste oil. 


It should be noted that other than the collection of waste 
motor oil no hazardous wastes will be accepted at the 
recycling center. The only legal and environmentally safe 
method of disposing other hazardous waste is through a 
yearly household hazardous waste collection day for which 
an article has been submitted into the warrant. Support 
for this article is essential if hazardous waste is to be 
disposed of in a responsible manner. 


At present, the processing of material for sale to market 

is being handled by George Leel. Due chiefly to his effort 
and my assistance on Saturdays, the town of New Ipswich has 
taken in approximately $2,477 for the sale of recycled 
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material from June 1990 through January 1991. In addition, 
the recycling building was heated free with waste oil. 
These figures are expected to increase as more people use 
the recycling facilities.

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ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE

This year anew committee was formed by the Selectmen to 
work with the group charged with the updating of the town's 
master plan. This new committee, the Economic Development 
Committee (EDC), had its first meeting in May and met 
throughout the year.

More 
residential houses would only cost the town more money in 


taxes. Some tax relief is possible from revised budgets of 
either the schools or town operations; however, something 
has to be done to increase our. tax base without 


proportional increases in town services. 


The Economic Development Committee is prepared to serve the 
various needs of new and expanding industry in our town. 
Without zoning, the Planning Board cannot direct the type 
of development which will improve the town financially and 
aesthetically. We have a wealth of manpower, well-trained 


and competent, immediately available. Our schools are 
vastly improved and getting better. We are located close 
to major highways and industrial centers. Our taxes per 


square foot are competitive with adjoining towns and our 
state industrial taxes are low compared with Massachusetts. 
We can offer large tracts of undeveloped land, some of 
which is located near areas of recreation and conservation. 
We must concentrate on commercial and industrial parks and 
avoid the type of strip development that has created so 
many problems for our neighbors to the west. 


We need to identify specific areas for future industrial 
and commercial development which will balance our rural and 
residential areas, select the general marketing areas which 
will enhance our financial base and market our town with 
brochures, advertising and personal contacts. 


All committee members recommend that voters approve our 
Planning Board proposals to prepare our town for balanced 
growth of industrial/commercial and residential properties 
with potential tax benefits for all.

During the latter part of 1990 there has been an increase 
in the number of persons (and families) that have required 
assistance. With the current state of the economy this is 
expected to continue through most of 1991. During 1990 
$7,144 was expended for assistance out of a budget of 
$15,000 for general assistance and $3,500 for old age 
assistance.

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to 
provide efficient, professional, and quality service to the 
communities of Greenville, Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. 
This service is only possible due to our well-trained 
Driver/Attendants, all of whom are volunteers and do not 
receive a penny for the numerous hours they dedicate to the 
service. Many of these volunteers are nationally 
registered Emergency Medical Technicians-Ambulance, and 
have also undergone advanced training to become EMT- 
Intermediates (which includes the administering of IV's and 
Advanced Life Support Techniques). 


In order to provide continuous service, at least three 
attendants are scheduled to be on call every night from 


6700 Aplin 1 torr GeO 0m a Jim. Each attendant is scheduled 
approximately seven times a month, as well as answering 
calls during the day whenever possible. Daytime continues 


to be a very difficult period to cover, so there is a great 
need for volunteers who are able to spare some of their 
daytime for the service. Any resident of the four towns 
represented 1S encouraged to contact any Driver/Attendant 
or member of the Board of Directors if they would like to 
be part of our great organization. 


The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues: to 
Operate at no cost to the individual requiring emergency 
service. We have worked very hard to keep our cost down 
and be able to provide top notch service and care. Your 
very generous donations have helped us to do just that. 
Many of the essentials we need to operate efficiently have 
come from your generosity. 


We are not lacking in dedication and spirit from the many 
volunteers who respond to approximately 300 calls each year 
in our 100 sq. mile coverage area, doing so without any 
compensation. For many years our greatest need has been 
for a building in which we could garage our ambulance and 
provide space for meetings and the ever on-going training. 
This is now becoming a reality for in 1990 someone very 
graciously donated a piece of land to us in a perfect 
location in which to service our four towns very 
efficiently.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
MASCENIC REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


I am pleased to submit my seventh report to the District for 
the 1989-90 school year. 


The 1990 school year began with a student enrollment of 1311 
students, which represented an overall increase of 41 students from 
the previous year's enrollment.

At the Elementary School level, Ms. Christine Jones, 
Special Education, joined the Mason staff. At the Middle School, 
Ms. Meredith Dyment, Special Education, Mr. Michael Smith, Art, 
and Mr. Charles Gately, Guidance, were appointed to the Boynton staff. 
At the high school Mr. Mark Tanner, Special Education, Mr. Dan Calder, 
Science and Ms. Nancy Gagnon, Social Studies joined the Mascenic 
staff. Ms. Lori Gray was appointed associate psychologist for the 
district. 


At the annual meeting, the Mascenic School District approved a 
budget of $6,263,785 and a deficit appropriation of $70,000. Mr. 
Steven Lizotte was elected to complete a three-year Greenville term 
and Mr. George Girard was elected to a three-year term as New Ipswich 
representative. Mr. Art Godjikian was elected chairperson and Mr. 
Mark Winslow was elected co-chairperson. Ms. Luann Keddy was 
appointed school district treasurer and clerk. Ms. Anita Warren has 
succeeded Ms. Keddy as clerk. 


During the past year, professional staff members in the Mascenic 
Regional School District have taken a comprehensive and critical 100k 
at the entire range of curriculum offerings, grades R-12. In June, a 
Survey of teachers indicated that an overwhelming majority believed 
that, by working together, the Mascenic staff could develop a unified, 
outcome-based curriculum which identifies what students should know 
and be able to do after completion of 12 years of school. 


Head teachers, department heads, middle school team leaders and 
principals attended a three-day training session contributed to the 
district by Digital Equipment Corporation. The Mascenic team also 
included the superintendent of schools, assistant superintendent and 
special education director. The training sessions, which focused on 
managing the process of organizational change, were led by a Digital 
corporate trainer at the Digital facility in Merrimack. The skills 
learned in these sessions were applied by the participants during two 
in-service days for all professional staff in August. Teams of 
teachers, organized to represent grades R-4, 5-8 and 9-12, were 
assisted by the trained facilitators in developing essential student 
outcomes for grades 4, 8 and 12. 


Throughout the fall months, teachers worked in grade level and 
department-level teams to develop a complete scope and sequence of 
grade R-12 student outcomes, by subject (e.g., reading, science, 
physical education, music) and by course (e.g., English 10, Geometry, 
Chemistry). By the end of this year, the grade level outcomes will be 
cross-referenced with the outcomes developed for grades 4, 8 and 12, 
and any discrepancies will be corrected. 


Our next step as a district is to develop assessment tools to 
measure student mastery of these outcomes. We will consider using 
alternative performance assessment methods, including student reports, 
portfolios and demonstrations, as well as standard test instruments. 
Our goal as a district is to make certain that every student has 
Mastered these essential outcomes by the time he/she graduates. 


While this curriculum process has been a tremendous undertaking 
for the staff, they have entered into the endeavor with the 
enthusiasm, energy and commitment which have marked their past efforts 
in curriculum development and improvement of instruction for Mascenic 
students. At a time when both the nation and state are looking to 
school improvement programs which focus:on accountability and student 
outcomes, it is a source of great pride that our district's efforts 
are well under way. 


As a district we have adopted a mission statement which has guided 
our efforts to restructure Mascenic's curriculum: 


We must base all of our educational decisions upon our firm 

belief that all children can learn what we have to teach them, 

but at different individual rates and times and under different 
teaching-learning conditions. We must be risk-takers, constantly 
searching for new ways to meet the learning needs and raise the 
achievement level and self-esteem of all students in Mascenic 
Regional Schools, the non-college bound as well as those preparing 
to continue their education beyond high school. We must prepare 
all of our students to manage the inevitable and dramatic changes 
which they will encounter in their world as adults by helping them 
to become indepedent, life-long learners. We must try to involve 
the entire school community in our effort and utilize every 
available educational resource in order to foster and maintain 

a creative learning environment. 


The Mascenic District continues to move forward each year. On 
behalf of Mascenic students, teachers, administrators and school board 
members, I would like to thank everyone in our three towns for your 
generous and gratifying support of our attempts to improve our school 
facilities and programs.
